Since then she has annexed 307,080 
square iniies of Algerian territory once 
subject to the sultan, 

Then came the Turk's worst time, 
Russia made war on hin, and the Bal- 
kan states, which had been held as 
provinces by Turkey for hundreds of 
years, revolted, flew to arma and did 
everything they could on the aide of 
Russia, Had the czar been left to bim- 
self the Turkish empire would have 
been practically destroyed. The other 
great powers, however, were afraid to 
see Russia too powerful. They tnaist- 
ed on summoning the congress of Ber- 
lin, 

Ky the terms of the treaty of Berlin 
the Turk was almost swept out of Eu. 
rope, Bosnla and Herzegovina were 
handed over to Austria to keep In or- 
der, Roumanla, Servia and Montene 
gro were declared absolutely Independ- 
ent of him, Bulgaria was crea\ed into 
a principality, nominally under the 
sultan’s suseraloty, but in reallly free,

Engineering trade unions, 
with a membership of 163,363, Fae 
12 per cent. unemployed, while ship- 
building unions, with a —— 
of 60,631, have 26.2 per cent. of their 
members out of work.

The first 
result announced was 57 to 41, but on 
objection by Major Carrie that they did 
not hear the question two totes in the 
affirmative, (Mesare, Pardes, of Lambton, 
and Currie, of Prince Edward county) 
were decided invalid. The discussion 
was started by McCraney, who eafd thie 
company would serve a. new country and 
should have a chance to finance.

THE NEWEST LADY. 


A Profession For Girls That Is “Quite 
English, You Know.” 

The “lady nurse” is the newest Eng- 
lish profession for girls. They already 
bave “lady cooks" over there, and 
| “lady writers” and “lady typists,” but 
the “lady nurse’ is a novelty, 

The chief advantage of the lady 
nurse's position, explains one advocate 
of the new profession, is that the “nee. 
essary training is short—one year-- 
and the career long.” 

Girls can begin directly apon leaving 
school and if really suited to the work 
will find litte dificulty in obtaining a 
position on account of their youthful 
hess. Thus at least two years’ time 
and expense are saved, perhaps more, 
for even after prolonged training to 
some professions girls are still viewed 
doubtfully as “too young” for the work 
they have chosen. Then, a nurse may 
continue at ber post longer than most 
people—indeed, as long as she is able— 
for the duties are not exhausting, and 
an elderly nurse can always command 
assistance, consideration and numer 
ous privileges, 

This is all from the point of view of 
the workers, but there are the employ- 
ors, too, surely deserving of considera 
tion, Last, but not least, there are the 
children, It must be obvious that all 
three classes concerned benefit by the 
existence and Increase of lady nurses, 
and the day is hear when any ignorant 
girl will no longer be considered a fit 
companion and guide for childhood 
when training and even culture will 
be recognized to be every bit as im 
portant in the nursery as fn the school 
room. The opening for lady nurses 
is undoubtedly one to which many wo 
men will have to fly as other profes- 
sions grow Increasingly dificult. Here 
is one which bo one will dare to wish 
to wrest from us, even during this 
heated warfare over women's work- 
what it is and what it shouldo't be 
There has not yet arisen a voice 
amid the many strange assertions to 
declare that the care of children falls 
to come within the sphere of cult!

AGENT IN LONDON, 


NEW 


High Commissioner For Island Colony 
Has Had a Busy Career In His 
Adopted Land and Has Worked His 
Way Up From the Bottom—Had 
Chance to Usurp Premiership ot 
Country But Played Fair. 


The Hon. William Hall-Jones, the 
new High Commissioner of the Do- 
minion of New Zealand, who is now 
in England, is a notable Oversea type 
of the self-made man. He was born 
at Folkestone, England, on January 
16, 1861, and waa educated at a na- 
tional school. He arrived in the 
Dominion in 1876, taking up his resi- 
dence in the South Island, at the 
fown of Timaru, where for many 
years he worked at his trade at the 
carpenter's bench. 

New Zealand is a place in which 
local Government is a ruling passion, 
and the civie instinct is highly de- 
veloped. Every little township has

ner he became very popular with 
politicians in the House, and as his 
sympathios were with the New Liber- 


al and Progressive movement as 
against the then predominant, but 
rapidly declining, Conservative re- 


gime, he became persona grata with 
dir George Grey, John Ballance, and 
John (alterwards Sir J.) MeKenaie, 
and also with Richard John Seddon, 
then rapidly rising into prominence 
as & leading Radical politician. 

When Parliament met in June, 
1801, after the defeat of the Atkinson 
Ministry, Mr. HallJones and Bir 
Westby (then Mr.) Perceval were ap- 
pointed whips to the Liberal party; 
Pat in 1803 he fell out with his lead- 
ers on a question of hae a and 
disclosed an individuality and firm, 
unbending will by resigning his posi- 
tion. For a number of sessions he 
became isolated in the unthankful 
| role of a political Ishmaclite, sitting 
alone and keenly criticizing Govern- 
ment policy. In this attitude he 
constituted in hia own person what 
was humorously known as the 
“Fourth party.” In February, 1806, 
Sir Patrick Buckley and the Hon 
W. FP. Reeves, having resigned 
through internecine disagreements 
from the Liberal administration, Mr. 
Hall-Jones was offe a seat in the 
Seddon administration, accepting the 
portfolios of Public Works and Ma- 
rine, The appointment waa received 
with a great deal of disfavor amongst 
politicians and open g among 
newspaper critics, 

Mr. Hall-Jones has always been 
punctilious even in small matters, 
This was amusingly demonstrated on 
the occasion of the visit of the prea- 

ent Prince of Walesa to New Zealand 
| Mr, Seddon desired the Minister of 
Public Worka (and then also of Rail- 
ways) to hand over his suite of apart- 
ments in a Wellington hotel to mein- 
bers of the retinue of his Royal High- 
ness. Mr, Hall-Jones absolutely re- 
fused to vacate, and the two hot 
headed and strong-willed politicians 
came into absolute conflict over the 
question; but in. this, as in other 
cases, the minor figure prevailed, and 
he was left in 00, 

When Mr, Seddon died in June, 
1906, Sir Joseph Ward being absent 
| at the Postal Conference in Rome, 
Mr, Hall-Jones suddenly found him- 
self, as senior Minister, thrust into 
unexpected eminence as temporary 
Prime Minister, with additional’; t- 
folios of Colonial Treasurer and Min- 
ister of Eduoation Labor. A 
| cabal of politicians, to whom Sir 
Joseph Ward was not aceeptable, im- 
mediately initiated a movement hav- 
ing for ite object the permanent reten- 
tion of the representative of Timaru 
at the head of the administration, Mr, 
Hall-Jones refused, however, to coun- 
tenance the plot and slipped quietly 
back into the Ministry of blie

Ranff and Macduff. Included among 
the objects of interest in the neigh- 
borhood, and forming one of the at- 
tractions of the gardens of Duff 
House, are the ivy-covered ruins of 
the “Auld Hoose o° Airlie,” which is 
all that is left of the one-time vesi- 
dence of the famous emily One of 
the most charming walks in the dis- 
trict is that leading through the 
grounds of Duff House to the beauti- 
ful scenery round the Bridge of Alva 
and, as the Duke of Fife permitte 
free passage thereby, it is hoped that 
the permission may be continued, at 
any rate, to visitors, Close by, also, 
fe the Fir Wood, which, by the gen- 
orosity of the same donor, is now pub- 
lic property. The towns are the cen- 
tre of a district full of interest, the 
rugged scenery of Gamrie, with its 
wen caves, and ite church with a thou- 
«and years of history bebind it, lying 
a fow miles eastward. Elsewhere in 
the nei¢hborhood are the historic 
Royne Caatle ruins, the scene of rob- 
bery and destruction in 1645, when it 
was burned Montrose of Inch- 
drewer, and the castle of King Ed- 
ward IT. Although Duff House is to 
become a hydropathic hotel, it ts an-

PLACING TABLE SILVER. 


Where and How Forks and Spoons 
*Ought to Go.” 

Many inexperienced hostesses who 
wish to give a more or less forma! 
luncheon or diuner are not quite sure 
how forks and spoons should go, 

Custom varies somewhat in this re- 
spect, and just at present it is not so 
much in favor to bave an array of 
silver resembling a jeweler’s display 
at each plate. Only enough for one or 
two courses are laid, 

In any case the forks go to the left 
of the plate. In the order of using 
they are taken from the outside in. 
The and knives, in thelr order, 
are at the right of the plate. 

If most of the forks and spoons are 
not on the table in the beginning, the 
order of serving should be as follows: 

If a fruit punch or boullion are used, 
the glags holding the punch should 
stand on a dolly on a dessert plate, and 
the spoon for the course is also laid 
on the plate. The boutllon cup and 
saucer should be ov another plate, and 
the spoon should be at the right of 
the plate, 

The forks and knives for the main 
courses are at the sides, also the fork 
for the salad, but it ls better to have 
the ice cream fork and spoon passed 
on the plate after the table is clear, as 
it makes the table cluttery to have 
them there during a long meal, also 
makes clearing the table more difficult, 

Coffee is served in the drawing room 
after dinner in coffee cups, and the 
spoon rests on the saucer.

Braving the Perils of a South 
Polar. Winter’s Night. 


| FIERCE FURY OF THE GALE. 


Adventures of a Party of Explorers In 
a Journey Over the Broken Pack 
loeThe Golid Wall of Wind That 
Flanked a Friendly Iceberg. 


The arctic explorer bas always had 
hardship and danger enough, but the 
antarctic Giscoverer has far more ter 
rible conditions to meet. Luckily he 
meets them with all the equipment 
und method that arctic exploration has 
taught mankind, Yet they are most 
dangerous, as the story of those who 
have lived through the south polar 
winter night can testify, One of the 
experiences of Bernacch! on the cruise 
of the Southern Cross some yoars 
ago shows what an antarctic gale 
neans, 

Ile and a comrade, Ellifsen, started 
out on a short sledge journey to carry 
provisions from one camp to another. 
It was in September, and the broken 
fee pack over which they must travel 
Was but a foot and a baif thick and 
likely to break In pleces afresh or pile 
up in deadly masses at the merey of 
the sea and wind. The two men had 
three sledges and eighteen dogs, They 
had hardly started before the wind 
rose and a gale threatened, Halfway 
to their destination there was an jee 
berg Imbedded [In the pack Ice, and 
they hastened to reach this before the 
storm should break, 

For five hours they tolled over the 
lee, the wind gradually rising. The 
gale broke in fury just as they reach-
